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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Kruger et al, still read on the limitations recited in 
claim 1. As explained in pages 3-4 and 7-9 of the Office Action dated 4/27/2007, Examiner has already explained how Kruger et al. teach 
acquiring a first set of TOT data and acquiring a second set of TOT data from the first set of TOT data. Specifically, reconstructing an 
image of the imaging object based on the first set and the second set of TOT data is inherent as Knjger et al.s' goal is to reconstruct an 
image of the imaging object (abstract). Applicant should amend claim language to recite more details about how the second set of TCT 
data is derived from the first set of TCT data in order to possibly overcome the Kruger et al. reference. 
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
